2. There is nothing within the prior art of record that would suggest incorporating the 
melamine cyanurate or like flame retardants such as disclosed by EP 389768 into thermoplastic 
polyurethanes which have been formulated with isocyanate, poyol, chain extender and 
crosslinking agent such as disclosed by US Patent No. 5,900,439. Furthermore the prior art does 
not suggest formation of a wire and cable construction of polyurethane and melamine cyanurate 
in the manner presently claimed.
